Response to Amendment

amendment. 

3. Instant claims 30-32 are newly added by Applicant's current amendment.

4. Instant claims 1 -3, 6-12, 1 7-20, and 29-32 are pending currently; all other claims 
have been cancelled or withdrawn from consideration. 

Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-12 and 17-20, in the reply filed on 29 
October 2009 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and 
specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Newly submitted claims 27-28 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: instant claims 
27-28 cite a "rotating section" that is cited in the nonelected claims. Since applicant has 
received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention, this invention has 
been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution on the merits. 
Accordingly, claims 27-28 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to 
a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the sample 
arraying/assembling device of the instant claims recites a device comprising a 
distributing section that dispenses sample onto a wound body section in a 
predetermined matrix. The prior art of record, U.S. Patent Application Publication 
2001/0046699 (Tajima), discloses the wound body section; however, the prior art does 
not clearly disclose the complete sample arraying/assembling device of the instant 
application.
